Guidance the Home Room 


THIS complicated age the need for 
guidance obvious. Hence many 
our schools are freeing member their 
staff from his her classwork and setting 
program guidance. But these guid- 
ance directors, with only few exceptions, 
admit that almost impossible for them 
give sufficient attention even the ma- 
jority their students. school six 
hundred students guidance director, see- 
ing seven pupils day for every one the 
190 school days, would interview each 
student about twice year. This pace, 
course, would impossible but even 
could achieved would inadequate. 
Only much smaller school would the 
system effective. The alternative 
large schools would have more guid- 
ance directors but, since sufficient person- 
nel and facilities generally are lacking, 
home-room guidance program may the 
best solution. 


Home-Room Setup 


The home-room period provides ideal 
time for announcements, for school and 
class activities such selling tickets, tak- 
ing collections, planning projects, etc., 
and provides good opportunity for 
students called the offices without 
losing class time. And, well organized, 
allows each teacher guidance di- 
rector for small number students both 
group and individuals. 


Rules for the Home Room 


Conducting home-room period prop- 
erly easy task. Because the in- 
formal nature the period can easily 
get out hand and when this happens the 
tendency make the students keep ab- 
solutely quiet and study. This obviously 
defeats the very purpose the period and

every means possible avoid its eventual- 
ity should adopted. Eight general prin- 
ciples for the proper conducting home 
room may laid down: 

must well organized with stu- 
dents knowing beforehand what the topics 
the period will be. 

must provide controlled relaxation 
for the students. 

Its purpose guidance period must 
emphasized; the students being made 
realize that group guidance has very 
real value. 

The period should interesting and 
informal. 

Students should participate the pe- 
riod much possible but without hav- 
ing prepare anything themselves. 

Only rare occasions should stu- 
dents allowed study during the 
period. 

Writing never allowed. Once the 
pupils are allowed homework during 
the time, they resent when the privilege 
rescinded. 

Emphasis must placed the fact 
that many our students not have 
problems and cannot plan even the 
larger number periods 
solving periods. But every class can 
give guidance that will interest all. 


Orientation 
the beginning the year (say for the 
first month) the students may benefit most 
from orientation course. They introduce 
themselves the class, giving short bi- 
ography, telling their likes and dislikes, 
hobbies, etc. The teacher then introduces 
reintroduces them the school, its 
teachers, courses, plant, traditions, facili- 
ties, history, etc. Such periods are not 
ones which the students can partici- 
pate any great extent. 
After the first month the home-room 
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periods may planned that the pupils 
know what expect each day. The plan 
will changed over the year but for the 
most part will routine. 


Home-Room Discussions 


Monday the popularity period. Every 
Monday this subject dear the hearts 
teen agers treated some manner.

Wednesday the Civics Period. Taking 
care not duplicate the social studies 
period, events the day may dis-

Thursday Problem Period. an- 
nounced beforehand what problems will 
discussed and the students may submit 
cases anonymous notes.

exhausted and then another. order 
frequency the most important topics 
seem these: scholastic problems, 
financial problems, 
home problems, personality 
development. Problems purity, although 
discussed sincerely and frankly whenever 
they arise, are better left for the religion 
period. The problem careers class 
itself and should saved until the time 
comes for making out the subject program 
for the next year choosing college.

accomplished every meeting but 
they should see their value preparing 
them able make their influence 
felt unions, societies, and clubs later on. 

The class activities that are conducted 
during this period are the ordinary ones 
such editing school paper class 
bulletin, organizing class teams com- 
mittees, and reporting and directing any 
movement that the class may have under- 
taken. Great work has been done here 
some classes that have organized and 
spurred the work the Christophers 
among their own members. 


Individual Guidance 


Besides all this group guidance the 
home-room period allows the teacher 
some individual guidance work. For in- 
stance some teachers have done fine job 
administering tests and measurements 
their home-room students and informing 
them what the results indicated. the 
teacher not experienced, these results 
would not relied would those 


expert but they can definite help. 

Individual guidance conferences are dif- 
ficult but not impossible during the home- 
room period. The teacher may talk the 
student the corridor front back 
the room there enough free space 
while class meeting, discussion, project 
work going on. Since the students would 
perhaps volunteer only little information 
under such handicaps, questionnaire ad- 
ministered the whole class would 
found very helpful basis for the per- 
sonal interview. The questionnaire saves 
time and starts the interview with bond 
intimacy already established. the in- 
terview the teacher can least check 
the Mass, sacraments, home conditions, 
and studies. Perhaps the most important 
result will encouragement the stu- 
dents and their realization that the teacher 
and the school have interest and af- 
fection for them and desire all 
possible assistance.

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The Psychology Christ’s Teaching 


OST the psychological facts re- 

corded today’s textbooks were 
used more than 2000 years ago. Why 
say most? Because man not the in- 
fallible interpreter the laws psychol- 
ogy but Jesus Christ, being God and man, 
is. Psychology studies 
human beings composed body and soul. 
Father Hull says, “One cannot put 
more neatly than say that psychology 
means human nature living, feeling, 
and thinking Christ’s teaching 
considered the whole man, his powers 
memory, understanding, and will; 
his sentient faculties— senses and emo- 
tions. One basic principle modern psy- 
chology that teaching should done 
through configurations, that is, teach 
the whole and, necessary dismember 
the whole, that its membership restored 
before the teaching completed. “The 
Gestaltists, ‘configurationists’ they 
are sometimes known, explain human be- 
havior and learning without the hypothesis 
learning, they stress the role insight; 
but insight far different from 
the insight that results 
psychology itself fails this basic princi- 
ple configuration when destroys the 
membership the human being and gives 
consideration the most important 
faculty the human being, the will, 
which especial faculty the soul. 
“The moment that the substantial union 
soul and body the human being 
denied, there can adequate explana- 
tion for the process learning. be- 
cause man can have ideas which are 
formed the intellect through the me- 
dium the senses, that learning and 
education can take place. Ideas are the 
Although thought and physiological proc- 
esses are most intimately connected because

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explained physiological processes 


Attention 


Jesus Christ knew the inner workings 
the human being simply because 
created it. say simply not ironically but 
way emphasis because seems 
logical test the soundness modern 
psychology the light Christ’s psy- 
chology, but this day “isms” 
much has come under the smoke screen, 
even psychology. Christ knew that ap- 
peal must made the intellect before 
any response whatsover could expected. 
“Since learning takes place best under 
conditions clear and undivided attention, 
evident that primary factor the 
learning process attention.”* How did 
Christ get that attention? What was there 
His Person that motivated that atten- 
tion? Let follow the simple scene along 
the Sea Galilee. “And going into one 
the ships that was Simon’s desired 
him draw back little from the land.” 

What was the result? Immediate atten- 
tion! Who this Man who willing 
share their lot, who this Man who sits 
the fisherman’s boat thus showing re- 
spect for their humble trade? There 
immediate response this sympathetic 
approach before one word has been spoken. 
His speech adds what His manner has 
established. Our children are keener psy- 
chologists than realize and our manner 
will betray sympathetic understanding, en- 
thusiasm, zeal, and interest the lack 
it. Each child should feel that are 
here for him, that have something 
give him, matter whether the 
dullest the brightest. 


Use Concrete Examples 


“Knowledge which the result the 
learning process begins with concrete ex- 
How well Christ knew and ap- 
plied this fundamental principle psychol- 
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ogy. First all, Christ’s presentations were 
models concrete expression. One read- 
ing the “Pharisee and the Publican” 
affirms this. Here clear picture, exact 
detail, with action vividly portrayed, 
that through its telling very accurate 
representation given. When Christ spoke 
bird, wasn’t just bird, but 
eagle, raven, sparrow; when speaking 
money, was talent, groat, pound; 
when speaking trees and plants, was 
fig tree, mulberry tree, grain mus- 
tard seed, cockle growth among wheat. 
Christ drew attention these concrete 
experiences through the utilization the 
senses. His voice, the conviction with which 
spoke, the sympathetic interest for 
His listeners which His voice betrayed, 
readily aroused all attention. There 
was appeal the eyes, too, through 
the use visual aids. one occasion 
when Christ was teaching His Apostles 
the lesson simplicity and humility, 
placed little child the midst them 
and then gave His lesson. another oc- 
casion hear Christ asking His pupils 
furnish the visual aid and answer ques- 
tions concerning it. The Scribes and Chief 
Priests asked Him, “Is lawful for 
give tribute Caesar, not?” Christ 
didn’t answer them, produce the coin, and 
begin explain. required little par- 
ticipation the part His pupils. 
asked them supply the coin and then 
proceeded give His lesson through the 
use the coin. Frequently Christ drew 
out His pupils see Him doing here 
through the use questions. im- 
age and inscription hath it? They, an- 
swering, said him, Caesar’s. And said 
them: Render therefore Caesar the 
things that are Caesar’s: and God the 
things that are God’s.” His conversation 
with the Samaritan woman the well 
even more striking example this man- 
ner teaching. Christ knew that the 
mind more eager accept when 
realizes its need the truth. estab- 
lished the fact the need through well- 
planned questions which made much 
easier for conviction follow. 
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Overcoming Prejudice 


His teaching our Lord met with 
much prejudice the emotionalized atti- 
tude. How did handle this situation? 
“And came pass the second first 
Sabbath, that, went through the 
corn fields, his disciples plucked the ears, 
and did eat, rubbing them their hands. 
And some the Pharisees said them: 
Why you that which not Lawful 
the Sabbath days? And Jesus answering 
them, said: Have you not read much 
this, what David did, when himself was 
hungry, and they that were with him: how 
went into the house God and took 
and ate.” 

Christ drew from history 
with which they were familiar and one 
which they revered. paralleled the situ- 
ation now under question. was showing 
them that that was their attitude 
the first situation, should this 
one, exposing clearly their prejudice. 
was left them now open their in- 
tellects the light truth draw down 
the blinds prejudice. This also should 
our teaching. believe, for example, 
that what our Lord would when 
carefully lay the foundation the 
Fatherhood God and the brotherhood 
are created equal, all are 
children the same Father either 
creation creation and grace. Then 
when the children are thoroughly grounded 
this basic principle, make applica- 
tion this truth their lives, showing 
practical ways living the principle and 
motivating them live it, first among 
those their own race. Later, 
step further and make the application take 
wider range, that includes those 
outside their race, showing them how 
the basic principle Fatherhood God 
and brotherhood man applies here too. 


Will Power 


There much more written 
and much has been beautifully 
written others about the psychology 
Christ’s appeal the senses and intellect 
man. But why was Christ careful 
give effective presentation doc- 
trine His pupils? Had gone 
further than merely present attractively, 
His teaching would have been without 
ing, will without effect. want 
our children not only know the truth 
and appreciate but want them 
will live the truth. Christ was appealing 
the intellect because wanted move 
the will. analysis the human act 
discloses that the will can moved only 
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after the intellect has weighed, considered. 
and presented that course action which 
seems desirable. Yes, the course action 
may desirable, may appreciated, but 
usually entails some self-denial the 
part human nature. Then order 
put the will into action make the right 
choice, added push needed. What 
that added push? Motivation. There must 
some very good reason for acting, some 
reward; otherwise why should the will 
choose something that may entail self- 
denial? Christ knew that all individuals, 
adults and children, are microcosms, little 
worlds themselves, experiencing com- 
plexity urges, desires, passions, emo- 
tions, etc. These appetites man need 
definite control. That control lies the 
will. Christ provided for that added push 
necessary help the will exercise proper 
control, through the use natural and 
supernatural motivation. Natural motiva- 
tions are extremely necessary and valuable 
and would operate all fields the 
child’s life. child who has been imbued 
with the dignity his person, sin- 
cerity, justice will not easily fall into 
sins impurity, untruthfulness, dishon- 
esty. Witness the high standards con- 
duct some schools, where students have 
been made feel that the traditions 
the school have been untarnished and that 
they have responsibility maintain 
them. 


The Will God 

true account was told group 
young men who had become victims 
the vice impurity. One alone the 
group withstood the temptation. was 
asked why was able overcome this 
temptation. answered that was im-

Supernatural motivation, however, must 
all times the first principle the 
child’s life. Cardinal Newman aptly 
says, natural motivation will not hold, 
then the anchor supernatural motiva- 
tion must still the complexities that arise 
within human nature.” Under the strong 
attractions passion, only the strongest 
motives will pull the fear 
eternal punishment. 
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God’s Order the World 
Children must realize that their actions 
are important, because they establish 
definite order the world. actions 
are chaotic, they are the actions the 
gang re-echoed the oft-repeated phrase, 
“everybody’s doing it,” then the actions 
fellow men may become chaotic. 
simple allegorical example nature will 
exemplify this. Thanks the goodness 
our Creator, nature observes perfect order, 
setting the stage for life peace for 
man. Man alone has the power disturb 
this order. Suppose one little grain 
wheat were arise and say, “It doesn’t 
matter mature, intend remain 
dormant,” then another little grain observ- 
ing this example would follow line 
until the contagion evil choice had 
spread throughout the field.

Curriculum Changes 
Secondary Mathematics 


Sister Noel 


URRICULAR considerations have oc- 

cupied teachers mathematics 
they have concerned all educators. Emerg- 
ing from recent reports, studies, surveys, 
and discussions one 
mathematics teachers have dual respon- 
sibility. They must prepare the scientist 
and the mathematician tomorrow; they 


must satisfy the mathematical needs 


the ordinary citizen, the nontechnical as- 
pects that call for immediate practical 
application. 


Bit History 

the historical horizon mathematics 
curriculum planning several landmarks ap- 
pear. The Committee Ten 1894 was 
concerned with the question how best 
and quickest accomplish the purposes 
the high schools. The National Com- 
mittee Mathematical Requirements 
made comprehensive study that was pub- 
lished 1923; covered the whole prob- 
lem mathematical education the sec- 
ondary and collegiate levels. special 
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profit teachers mathematics was the 
report the Joint Commission the 
Mathematical Association America and 
the National Council Teachers 
Mathematics published 1940 the 
Fifteenth Yearbook the National Coun- 
cil. This group recognized the curricular 
dilemma the secondary schools, particu- 
larly the ninth grade. course alge- 
bra for the noncollege student was not 
practical; the general mathematics course 
was stigmatized the “dumbbell” course. 

The Commission suggested two alterna- 
tive curriculum plans. one. general 
mathematics and algebra are offered 
alternatives for the ninth grade, and the 
pupil may make his choice between them 
terms his plans and interests. the 
second, only general mathematics offered 
the ninth grade and the usual college- 
preparatory sequence follows grades ten 
through twelve. 


Various Needs

sion Post-War Plans (created the 
National Council). This Commission made 
first report May, 1944; second 
May, 1945; third November, 1947. This 
last was called the Guidance Report the 
Commission Post-War Plans and was 
written primarily for high school students, 
guidance personnel, parents, and adminis- 
trators. shows most completely what 
mathematics needed for personal use 
trained workers, for college preparation, 
for professional workers, for civil service 
workers. 

The second report, subtitled the Im- 
14, offered theses which presented sug- 
gestions for improving mathematical in- 
structions from the beginning the ele- 
mentary school through the last year 
junior college. One these theses was de- 
voted the problem the ninth year. 


Algebra General 
Mathematics 

“Thesis 13. The large high school should 
provide grade double track mathe- 
matics algebra for some and general 
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mathematics for the rest.” (Large high 
school, with 200 pupils.) 

According the recommendation this 
Commission, algebra would studied 
“those whose ability and future outlook 
indicate their advisers that they should 
take and good course general mathe- 
matics for the rest.” 

Again meet the problem which has 
grown out the fact that algebra wears 
“unwarranted halo prestige” while 
“stigma and disrespect” the lot gen- 
eral mathematics. The Commission’s an- 
swer that pupils should told that 
general mathematics organized differ- 
ently, that offers greater variety 
topics and that related more directly 
with immediate application. “The goal 
strong mathematics department should 
have every pupil the appropriate 
course with dissatisfied customer any 
class.” 

Several members the Post-War Com- 
mission have written textbooks which fol- 
low the lines suggested the “second 
track,” the more general phase mathe- 
matical applications. They were guided 
their context the Check List es- 
sentials for functional competence that 
would enable him understand what 
going the world about him. 


The Basic Skills 


Because the frequent charge that 
“boys and girls can’t read and they can’t 
New York State Education De- 
partment’s Readjustment Program, during 
sponsored ten conference clinics 
the basic skills. the spring 1952 
abstract was issued which summarized 
full report readjusting mathematics 
our high schools; the more complete 
manual was published September, 1953, 
Dr. Elizabeth Carey, supervisor 
elementary education, New York State 
Education Department. 

Warren Knox, assistant commis- 
sioner, feels that this second publication, 
Mathematics for All High School Youth, 
may well considered charter mathe- 
matics for the schools New York State. 
“This report presents, summary form, 
recommendations for the improvement 
instruction the basic skills mathemat- 
ics. offers suggestions for the organiza- 
tion and administration program 
mathematics from the elementary school 
through the secondary school that will in- 
sure the development and maintenance 
sound instruction for the children and 
youth our schools.” 


Two-Track Program 
the question curriculum, was 
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the consensus the conference clinics that 
the needs all pupils can met best 
through differentiated program. pres- 
ent the secondary school curriculum tends 
prepare about per cent the student 
body between the ages and 18, those 
planning enter college the skilled oc- 
cupations. The remaining majority, those 
for whom high school may terminal 
(even many who will not complete high 
school) are offered the same courses 
courses which are primarily foundation 
for further and more advanced mathemat- 
ics. 

describing the suggested differentiated 
program, the expression “two-track” 
again used. for the titles these 
double-track programs, the Carey report 
suggests that the first-track courses 
called “producer mathematics” 
second-track “consumer mathematics.” 
decision terminology was reached, how- 
ever, the conference clinics the 
consultants. fact, schools are urged 
consider this problem terminology and 
make suggestions concerning their view- 
points more appropriate titles. 

Producer mathematics would follow the 
“regular” courses with the change “to 
secure sequence that will maintain the 
basic skills and result continual growth, 
the traditional compartmentalization 
should discarded.” Some geometry and 
trigonometry are now developed ninth- 
year algebra. syllabus available for 
the tenth year which co-ordinate geom- 
etry introduced, basic arithmetic skills 
are extended and enlarged. Also the elev- 
enth year possible program blends alge- 
bra and trigonometry; algebraic principles 
are illustrated trigonometric problems; 
for example, when the quadratic formula 
ric equations.

Mathematics Life 


Beyond ninth grade the second-track 
program would develop functional com- 
petency future citizens carrying 
mathematics learning directly into the 
home, into business, into local government. 
Topics covered would include our number 
system, budgeting, installment buying, cost 
renting buying home, cost run- 
ning and maintaining home, insurance, 
saving and investment, interpretation 
graphs and statistics, taxes and tax reports, 
banking and checking accounts.

However, slow learners school happen 
the ones who are least able sus- 
tain their sense personal worth simply 
because the school often places the high- 
est premium the very thing which these 
pupils lack most, namely intellectual abil- 
ity. The school setup frequently one 
which keeps reminding slow learners 
their deficiencies. The academic environ- 
ment impresses upon these pupils the mag- 
nitude their own inadequacies. Rather 
than strengthening the self-respect slow 
learners, the school often weakens this 
important prop their personality.

Key the Solution 


How can the school substitute strength 
for weakness, sturdiness for shakiness 
the underpinnings pupils’ personalities? 
How can teachers utilize the classroom sit- 
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uation order make better persons 
slow learners? Stated terms prin- 
ciple the answer resolves itself 
this: Allow each pupil achieve all the 
success normally can that will 
maintain his own self-respect and win the 
respect others. 

Ordinarily the slow learner found 
hungering for success, starving for it, 
and keep drawing the healthful dish 
farther and farther away from him. 
many classrooms where low-normal pupils 
are expected cope with program 
abstract subject matter far beyond the 
reach their minds, they find themselves 
continually thrown back failure. Un- 
able compete with their abler compan- 
ions, they become discouraged, and since 
discouragement weakens the springs 
action leads further failure which 
turn results deepening discourage- 
ment. Smarting under embarrassment, they 
either turn upon themselves and become 
silent and despondent they become trou- 
blemakers. either case, they become 
convinced that they are worth and 
lose what they need most their self- 
esteem. 
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Problem Most Acute 
During Adolescence 

important for the slow learner experi- 
ence adequate sense self-respect than 
during the adolescent years. This the 
time when faced most directly with 
the task conquering his fears and un- 
certainties about himself and proving 
that can stand his own feet. This 
his great time self-conquest, self- 
realization self-discovery. Formerly. 
going early work the youth had the 
chance winning his spurs and establish- 
ing himself respected and independent 
agent. Certainly enjoyed the chance 
gaining for himself degree security 
and sense societal belongingness with 
its accompanying self-confidence. Now, 
because the compulsory attendance laws, 
confronted added years school- 
ing which often subject him unnecessarily 
experiences failure and humiliation. 
The very opportunities for success which 
his adolescent nature needs most are thus 
removed the time life when can 
least afford their absence. 

Teachers often not realize the extent 
which lack success and status with 
companions may oppress the adolescent. 
Isn’t this the reason why many slow 
learners run away from this ignominy the 
first chance they get resort truancy?

The sense victory should come from 
personal conquest and should not de- 
pendent the successes and failure 
others. tragic that often slow learner 
who succeeds doing his best any- 
way spit his actual success. 

Experiments have shown that the best 
kind motivation that which based 
self-competition wherein the pupil seeks 
better his performance through knowl- 
edge results. The thrill success comes 
from the feeling that problem has been 
solved which yields the assurance that 
something has been learned which will help 
the next performance. order make 
the habit success fixed one, im- 
portant see that the slow learner re- 
peatedly overcomes the objective hazards 
involved each task. 

fortitude, confidence, courage 
are but other names for the habit suc- 
cess. Weakness, vacillation, discourage- 
ment, cowardice, are other names for the 
habit failure. Both start with the same 
tendency summon extra energy over- 
come obstacles. the one instance, the 
resistance overcome thus sustaining en- 
ergy and allowing reapplied con- 
tinuously. the other, the extra energy 
falls back upon itself not surmounting 
the opposing difficulty, which magnifies the

There 
should failure for the individual who 
does not put forth reasonable effort 
succeed given task.

However, teachers 
should everything within their power 
manage the classroom such way 
make possible for slow learners 
reach success. This done making sure 
that they are given tasks within their capa- 
bilities. The teacher should accept boys 
and girls she finds them and begin from 
that point, that is, the teacher should start 
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where the learner actually and not nec- 
essarily where should be.

considerations may practical assist- 
ance: 

Achievement Terms Capacity. 
—-Achievement which commensurate 
with the slow learner’s mental capacity 
should recognized successful achieve- 
ment. The school cannot much about 
improving the pupil’s cannot confer 
intellectual endowment. But 
school can stimulate pupil effort 
that will use his intellectual ability 
near maximum extent. The slow learner 
must actualize performance the mental 
capacities which has. Consequently, 
far more important for the school 
gauge its work terms the pupil’s A.Q. 
(Achievement Quotient). 

The achievement quotient gained 
dividing the pupil’s E.A. (Educational 
Age) his M.A. (Mental Age). Schools 
have the responsibility helping every 
slow learner produce the extent 
least 100 A.Q. This means that the 
slow learner’s education age (as estimated 
through standardized achievement tests) 
should least equal his mental age 
(as estimated intelligence tests). This 
represents desirable educational progress, 
and, for that matter, can used 
adequate criterion for most pupils. 

Oftentimes found that school’s 
standards for achievement tower high 
above the slow learner’s limited mental ca- 
pacity that they frustrate his best school 
efforts. Achievement expectancy should 
cut down size, that is, down the level 
where the slow learner’s intelligence can 
normally function. 

Diagnostic Testing. Diagnostic 
tests should used frequently see the 
extent which the slow learner has mas- 
tered the tools learning. result 
unmastered fundamentals, tensions and 
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frustrations are allowed accumulate 
from year year which confound, they 
not defeat, the pupil. These tests can 
reveal clearly the problems, difficulties, and 
needs each pupil and provide data for 
judging the causes pupil difficulties. Op- 
timum progress can charted each 
these difficulties gradually 

Adapting Teaching Methods the

Supplying Suitable Direction for His 
Talents. The slow learner should 
made see that his schooling getting 
him somewhere far his future work 
life concerned.

Definite direction 
should given him for the use his best 
aptitudes preparing for vocation, par- 
ticularly through adequate guidance and 
through realistic offerings 
curriculum. Frequently, the aimlessness 
much his schoolwork robs him inter- 
est and amounts shocking waste 
time. 

Many disciplinary problems among slow 
learners occur because the school expects 
too much them the way mastering 
the academic subjects. Adequate curricu- 
lum provisions for individual differences 
often transform disorderly school into 
place where industry and studious effort 
prosper. The college preparatory classes 
tend improve, too, because this way 
they longer include students who have 
interest and very little ability suc- 
ceed these courses. The problem not 
solved merely “watering down” the 
academic courses. 

Promotion and Grading. Repetition 
the same grade poor way adjust- 
ing the curriculum slow learners. bet- 
ter solution lies bringing the content 
required courses down their achievement 
level. Sometimes kindhearted teachers give 
away the weakness granting good 
marks only the basis simulated effort 
mere trying. This can lead harmful 
coddling slow learners. Different but 
definite standards should expected 
them. 

While adolescent may have intel- 
lectual development only 
grade level, cannot kept with sixth- 
grade children.

popularity our Catholic elementary 
cause for rejoicing, but also 
brings its problems. many sections the 
country, our schools are suffering from swollen 
registers, inadequate buildings, 
shortage. Pastors must listen heart-rending 
pleas from anxious parents who desire have 
their children obtain good education under 
religious auspices; and they must lend sym- 
pathetic but deaf ear the pleadings because 
classrooms are already overcrowded and teach- 
ers are carrying almost impossible registers. 

the other hand religious superiors must 
turn deaf ear the requests pastors who 
are planning new schools are begging for 
additions their staffs religious who are 
overworked existing schools. sad 
condition, and nobody can see the end it. 

Many the religious communities are get- 
ting more vocations than ever before their 
history; their novitiates are crowded; new 
buildings are needed accommodate the as- 
pirants. But new buildings are costly and the 
communities find difficult build these 
days high costs and low incomes. the 
other hand, some communities are not getting 
enough vocations fill their needs. matter 
what the condition are all aware the 
necessity constant campaign pray for 
and develop vocations the Priesthood, 
Brotherhoods, and Sisterhoods. 


Look the Laity 


The future increase the number our 
schools depends our obtaining more teach- 
ers. wonder that our great need 
look the laity. The lay teacher 
stranger the Catholic school. The earliest 
parish schools were taught laymen, usually 
the organist who tripled sexton and teacher. 
His right teach the Catholic school sys- 
tem cannot seriously challenged, for Priest, 
Brother, and Sister exercise the right vicari- 
ously does. The divine command 
forth and teach was given the Apostles who 
were bishops. The rest who teach help 
the bishops fulfill their commission. 


Sometimes the lay teacher has met with 
cold and grudging welcome the school with 
the result that good men and women, thor- 
oughly prepared for the task, have been de- 
terred from the apostolate teaching 
conditions which they would forced 
meet. Many have been turned away, dis- 
couraged the opposition parents and 
religious and the inadequate salary offered 
them. And add these uncertainty 
tenure and the knowledge that principalships 
and administrative posts are closed them. 
Let frank, too frequently injustice has 
been perpetrated when the lay teacher re- 
garded merely holdover until religious 
can obtained; and when the religious un- 
expectedly appears, the lay teacher told 
that his services are longer required!

must face these problems realistically 
and solve them satisfactorily are ex- 
pect the well trained and skilled lay teacher 
come and remain with us. 


must also realize that the layman has 


definite place Catholic elementary educa- 
tion, and that administrators especially must 
address themselves the problem securing 
steady flow good teachers into the Catho- 
lic school system. true that better pay 
may procure better and more teachers but 
there needed beyond offering material values 
imbuing the laity with the idea that they 
are wanted and welcome, and that very 
deed many them are called apostolate 
that without equal the field Catholic 
Action.

The university benefits offering employ- 
ment through the superintendent’s office, and 
the superintendent benefits having his 
future teachers prepared teach the syllabus 
the diocese. Since knows the needs 
the schools may suggest courses 
offered. His supervisors their rounds 
visits the schools will keep him informed 
their needs. 

Secular universities and teacher training in- 
stitutions may also source supply. 
Many their Catholic students would prefer 
teach the parish schools. They feel that 
the surroundings are more congenial. How- 
ever, they may not prepared teach reli- 
gion and their training becomes problem.

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Testing and Studying Spelling 


IGHLY important among the reasons for poor spelling are: 

(1) lack purpose the part the child and the 

teacher the spelling program; (2) teaching and learning un- 

essential words; (3) employment improper motivation; (4) use 
ineffective methods teaching. 

The teacher spelling should recognize such important spell- 
ing aims for the pupil as: (1) making automatic the correct 
sequence letters words necessary the pupil’s writing 
needs; (2) understanding meanings and use essential words; 
(3) acquiring skill knowing whether word spelled cor- 
rectly not; (4) forming desire spell words correctly; 
(5) developing effective and economical techniques for studying 
spelling. Aimless teaching spelling, quite prevalent some 
school systems, should displaced purposeful, sensible, and 
systematic spelling procedures. 


Teach Useful Words 


Curriculum authorities, teachers, supervisors, and superintend- 
ents should understand the importance teaching useful words 
children varying abilities and various levels the schools. 
Unless the words taught are words needed writing children, 
the learning their spelling will seem quite futile. Research 
upon the most useful words for children various levels ma- 
turity valuable useful 

Motivation suggests interest, and child will greatly 
interested spelling who does not appreciate its usefulness 
him. child will motivated very richly who told study 
words, for example, assignment whether knows how 
spell them not whether needs them not. order 
become really interested spelling, the child must recognize 
its importance for writing and out school. 

Spelling instruction that presents words with which the child

The controversy about the comparative value the test-study 
and the study-test methods learning the spelling words has 
been waged for decades. Several decades ago, the favored method 
seemed the study-test procedure the assignment list 
words, the study these words, and the testing the degree 
perfection achieved writing them. The test-study pro- 
cedure reverses the process: first, the learners are tested upon 
list words they need; second, each studies the words that 
misspelled the preliminary test; third, all members the 
group are tested again determine whether and what extent 
they have improved their learning; fourth, each member the 
group studies the words misspelled the second test; fifth, 
further test indicates whether any words are still unlearned; 
finally, the learner masters his difficult words. 


Select the Proper Method 


Investigations the test-study and the study-test methods 
teaching spelling should known those who plan programs 
and teach spelling order that the best methods may selected 
for children different levels and also for groups varying 
abilities. 

reviewed the literature the two methods 
teaching spelling 1944 and found that results investigations 
conflicted somewhat, partly because some the experiments were 
not properly planned, partly because the methods study were 
not carefully organized, and partly because there seemed 
real differences the values the two methods for different 
grade levels and for children different abilities. her sum- 
mary, she found that approximately twice many the 
investigations she reviewed favored the test-study favored the 
study-test procedure. However, many the results were really 
insignificant.

experiment conducted England 1913, Winch em- 
ployed preliminary test determine what words assign- 
ment children should discovered that some children 
spelled correctly many the words this preliminary test. 

Gates compared the two test-study and the 
study-test school conditions which approached the normal 
VIII, consisting 1678 pupils, participated. During the first 
ten weeks, half the pupils were taught the test-study pro- 
cedure and the other half were instructed with the study-test 
procedure. the second ten weeks, the procedure was reversed; 
those that had been instructed means the test-study pro- 
cedure were taught the study-test method, and those who had 
used the study-test procedure changed over the test-study 
method. test composed the same words selected random 
from the words the term was used for preliminary and final 
testing both groups. The findings are significant teachers. 
The brightest children made larger gains when the test-study 
procedure was followed. The dullest children did better with 
the study-test procedure Grades II, III, and IV; but the 
dullest Grades VIII, inclusive, did better with the test- 
study method than with the study-test procedure. Greater gains 
were made from high Grade III Grade VIII inclusive when 
the test-study method was used; more pronounced gains were 
produced use the study-test procedure Grade and 
low Grade III. Gates’s findings favored the test-study method 
because its economy and efficiency concentrating upon the 
words difficulty for the individual. The differences between the 
two methods were cases sufficiently great demonstrate 
thé actual superiority one over the other. weakness, accord- 
ing Gates, was the inadequacy the method study and 
the lack supervision the individual work each child. 


The Test-Study Plan 


The test-study plan instruction type appraisal- 
developmental method. Because the majority children know 
many the words that they are assigned learn, they should 
guided become aware the words that they can spell 
that they will not waste time upon them; moreover, efficiency 
teaching should direct children determine the words that they 
cannot spell order that they may study them and master them. 
Several excellent investigations support this hypothesis. 

Guiler and Lease compared systematic diagnostic-remedial 
group program with conventional group instruction plan 
matching 110 pairs pupils each Grades VII and VIII. 
Diagnostic self-tests and related individualized spelling book 
were employed the systematized instruction Each 
pupil this group, after self-testing, studied the words which 
gave him difficulty. The difficult spot each misspelled word 
was underlined, and the pupil concentrated upon his own difficult 
words study and practice. Moreover, the whole group did 
practice upon words that were difficult for the majority chil- 
dren. Self-administration, one the features the program, 
freed the teacher for essential work with individuals who required 
it. The central group used spelling book, which had pro- 
visions for self-testing. Since records pupil weaknesses were 
kept for the pupils this group, they were not aware their 
own difficult words the special difficulties the words. The

results the experiment were consistently and significantly 
favor the experimental group plan, and pupils all levels 
who engaged the work benefited the individualized diag- 
nostic and remedial procedure. 

Blanchard carefully matched two groups 100 eighth-grade 
pupils from different schools: spelling ability indicated 
the results preliminary spelling test; the general 
achievement school; and mental age. The 100 children 
each group made the preliminary test 2115 mistakes spelling 
222 words highly useful The 222 words were pre- 
sented for study period ten weeks; words were assigned 
week’s work; two additional words were assigned the tenth 
week; fifteen minutes day, five days week were employed for 
instruction and learning this program. The variable Blan- 
chard’s investigation was the method; the test-study procedure 
was used with Group (experimental) and the study-test pro- 
cedure with Group The directions were very explicit 
for the experimental group, and the necessity for child mastery 
the five steps learning spell word was emphasized. 

the experimental method the children studied meanings 
words Monday means matching words and meanings, 
using words writing, and use the dictionary. They 
learned pronunciations also. They were tested carefully the 
words for the week. Each test paper was checked for mistakes, 
and misspelled words were correctly written each child 
his own study list. These words were studied individually with

Results Compared 


Two weeks after the tenth week the program, delayed 
recall test the 222 words was administered both the ex- 
perimental and the control groups with the following results: 

The average excess gain each the experimental chil- 
dren over the control children was 11.43 words. The mean num- 
ber words learned each child the test-study group was 
three times great that the study-test group. 

The groups were divided into quarters. The test-study chil- 
dren showed highly significant average improvement, quarter 
for quarter, over the study-test group. There was relationship 
between spelling achievement and mental ability. 

The significance the findings this study can hardly 
overemphasized for the upper elementary levels. testing, study- 
ing, retesting and studying persistently difficult words for each 
child were sought out and studied dynamically and energetically 
until mastery was achieved. Each child knew what was after 
and studied the words needed with method that gave him 
maximum results. This experiment indicated that, even though 
the words were demons, children knew many them before 
studying. indicated that the pretest was essential order 
that the child would study the words that did not know. 
emphasized the importance consistent, systematic plan for 
learning spell the higher grade levels. 

less importance than the investigation Blanchard was 
the study Shubik the test-study versus the study-test pro- 
cedures teaching spelling the third-grade level, the grade 
level about which there had been considerable controversy and 
doubt. Shubik matched pairs the basis the preliminary 
spelling test, mental age, and the general subject achievement for 
each One hundred fifteen demons were taught the two 
groups seven weeks, and delayed recall test was administered 
two weeks after the seven-week period teaching had ended. The 
experimental group was taught test-study method similar 
that used Blanchard. The control group was taught

The delayed recall test indicated that the children using the 
test-study procedure learned spell more words than those 
employing the study-test method, and the findings were found 
statistically significant the per cent level.

Valid evidence seems have accumulated which indicates the 
tremendous importance well-planned test-study method 
teaching spelling, particularly for grades above the second. The 
results the pretest, properly used, are course guide 
individual study. The pretest invaluable for determining which 
words each individual must study. The correction the test and 
the writing the words study list are doubt extreme 
additional importance. Thomas Horn’s recent investigation has 
indicated that the corrected test most potent learning device, 
and sometimes sufficient for mastery the spelling assignment 


The Exceptions 


Evidence from excellent teachers seems show however that 
the use the study-test method quite essential last useful 
for group with language handicaps, for retarded classes, and 
for foreign groups. When children know how spell very few 
the words the term, would unwise generally waste 
time pretesting words the week. such situations, would 
more practical teach children good method for attacking 
the spelling the words they require their everyday writing. 
workable study-test plan primary grade should motivate

LIBERALISM 


Liberalism has been called 
term,” chameleon term, subject bizarre 
uses, and used “to cover great contradic- 
tory variety thought and action.” 

Liberalism and liberal are used two dis- 
tinct ways; one, part ordinary 
guage conversation and writing, and, two. 
technical term particular time 
describing body doctrine program. 
fact, doctrinaire Liberalism. 

the former generic sense describes 
temper, spirit, habit mind, disposi- 
tion attitude. Its basic ideas this 
sense are generous, tolerant, hospitable, re- 
ceptive new ideas. this sense may 
apply the whole range human experi- 
ence. has been defined the personal 
disposition free and untrammeled thought 
and action, and the social sentiment which 
welcomes reforming and “progressive” thought 
and action. 

The word has completely changed its mean- 
ing during the nineteenth century three 
its basic relations; its attitude toward the 
masses, toward poverty, and toward the State. 
Voltaire, for example, had little interest 
the masses who were not educated. 
was believed the people should suffer the 
results their poverty improvidence, and 
Liberal like Spencer felt the State should 
nothing (laissez faire). The Liberalism 
our day has completely reversed these atti- 
tudes. has drifted away, too, from its 
original Christian moorings. 

The basic conceptions the Liberal seem 
freedom from all ecclesiastical, so- 
cial, and economic controls and authority. 
sets individualism the supreme moral 
principle. Its abominations were tyranny, au- 
thority, tradition, dogmatism; its shibboleths 
were freedom, rationality, the goodness the 
individual, Change and Progress. 

Freedom from restraint was. after all, 
negative concept. What was the rational, good. 
and free man after the restraints were 
removed? Thomas Hill Green puts thus: 


“When speak freedom something 
power capacity doing enjoying some- 
thing worth doing enjoying. Freedom 
all the forms doing what one will with 


one’s own, valuable only means 
end. That end what call freedom 
the positive sense: other words, the libera- 
tion the powers all men equally for 
contribution common good.”

All who have studied Dr. Fitzpatrick’s writings are unanimous 
their opinion that the “Catholic View Education” the fountain 
all his works. 

This “Catholic view” cannot naturally wholly described this 
article. only necessary cite few typical examples starting 
point, demonstrate the development this idea. 


Catholic Education Based Upon 
Tradition Many Centuries. 

This principle was, is, and will always utmost importance. 
This also fundamental with Dr. Fitzpatrick. Together with our 
classical educational predecessors, such Dupanloup, Willmann, 
Spalding, and Newman, felt instinctively that Catholic educator 
does not attempt build individual, original, and new theory 
education, but, rather join the Catholic tradition and adapt 
present living. did not write systematic history, but for each 
level schooling brought forth from the past outstanding per- 
sonality: Salle for elementary education; the Ratio Studiorum 
St. Ignatius for secondary education. For higher education cited 
Newman all his writings. Also Thomas Aquinas was skillfully 
brought into the picture. 

This insight into the historical continuity the pedagogical thinking 
present much more important than ever. The gold thread the 
Catholic tradition runs through the historical formation our civiliza- 
tion. “Europe the Faith and the Faith Europe,” wrote Belloc thirty 
years ago. That which seemed voice the wilderness, now finds 
very different echo the universally recognized Dawson theory that 
the Christian culture background the soul Europe. Now, the 
breath life this Europe was maintained Catholic education 
and traditions. 

wonder Christian peoples are teaching peoples, says Willmann. 
They are this, because the Catholic Church fundamentally teaching 
Church, with task, dedication, vital function, calling, namely: 
the maintenance the eternal truths the Faith, means 
educating the growing youth throughout the ages. 

Through this tradition live not only those who accept, but 
well those opposition it. Many our modern men live what 
they deny, and die what they believe.

What authority and tradition mean the life the 
adult generation, namely: orderly living and life’s fulfillment, are pre- 
pared and assured youth. 

This century-old tradition has been able maintain itself, because 
man’s nature, the life and fundamental value education 
and instruction. system such the Catholic formation, which has 
carried the burden for many centuries, promises consequently 
strong for the present and the future. 

Also fight the end being waged the world ideas con- 
cerning man and education. Darwin’s law concerning the survival 
the fittest related here. theory which successfully struggled 
through the ages for survival, has triumphantly come through the 
baptism fire life. 

Also for the human foundations the idea valid that man can only 
understood through historical backgrounds.

stress, turmoil, social and cultural crisis, chaos, and revo- 
lution. Modern man has lost the spirit life; doubt has crept in; 
does not know what with himself; and overcome his self- 
desperation, talks about the rescue youth. Modern man has lost 
his address (Chesterton): thus held together, more than apparent, 
the feverish pedagogical profession. Besides, when our organism 
healthy, not notice its existence; the sick organism which 
bothers us. This also the case with the contemporary literature 
dealing with the social, sexual, and peace questions. themselves 
these writings are signs health, much the opposite. Stanley Hall 
mentions elsewhere the “contemporary pedagogical darkness.” Also 
the educational world have certain “Darkness Noon,” dark- 
ness that defies the midday brightness the literature. 

second criticism: Catholic education real, true, how then 
explain its shortcomings, faults. The facts are true, but their interpre- 
tation false. Where find brilliant lights, there are shadows. The 
shadows are not much due the nature the Catholic principles, 
but more human weakness and the intrinsic difficulty all human 
integration. wrong believe that pedagogical theory which 
based upon reality and truth, can easily made practical. The truth 
found elsewhere: false, superficial, mechanical instruction easy; 
but real study and the same time real instruction are always the 
result hard labor. “There royal road either learning 
teaching.” Without direction everything goes wrong. All worth-while 
work also heavy work. educate, study, and teach are part life, 
and consequently also “militia,” battle, tragedy. “Sunt lacrimae 
rerum”: also instruction and study are full tears. 

Besides, must all admit remain below our life’s capacity. 
There always gap between our ideals and their realization. This 
because the nature man: “omnis homo mendax.” Mankind, his 
works, his relationships, his institutions, his culture, his politics, and 
his educational system will always show the discord between idea 
and practice, being and appearance. individual and social being 
bears the stamp the fall.

Example 


Let’s suppose that you have decided hold 
short criticism period three times week, 
and that you have trained the students 
hang their work immediately the beginning 
the art period. Getting your students into 
this habit saves much time! Suppose you 
have previously given the following problem:

Make 
border your paper about one inch. The 
Suggestion: sports, carpentry work, walking, 
diving, etc.

Mark lightly pencil those pieces work 
which the students themselves suggest. Inci- 
dentally, organized process hanging 
the work the class, you can see imme- 
diately which boys did not come through with 
the required work.

Let the students discovering for 
themselves, group analysis, what wrong 
with their own work. good art teacher 
knows how train the students, discus- 
sion, see the relationship between their 
work and the best the class has produced. 
They grasp intelligently what wrong with 
their work without even being told. They just 
listen and keep their eyes open. 

Perhaps this dialogue will help clarify 
the idea: 

TEACHER: What you think makes these 
five silhouette designs better than the rest? 

Joun: Well, they filled out the whole space. 

Harry: think it’s because they are neater! 

TEACHER: Good answers. Any more? 

There’s something about these five 
that catches your eye. The others seem 
too small. 

That’s what think. There’s more 
action. The arms and legs come out farther 
and the figures aren’t stiff. Mine looks like 
mummy. Wish could over. see now 
what’s wrong with it. 

too! Look all the white space 
left behind silhouette. 

TEACHER: Well, those are good ideas. 
Which design the most interesting your 
opinion? 

Joe: think it’s the one the baseball 
player. 

don’t think so. think it’s the one 
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air pilot coming down his parachute. 
There are more interesting shapes. 

Harry: think that one sort mixed 
up. like the ones that don’t have many 
things the picture, like the one the diver 
over there. 

Yes, but it’s too stiff. The man 
with the parachute has more action. 

TEACHER: Well, Frank, what would you 
suggest Bob do, improve the action his 
diver? 

There are all sorts dives, like 
swan dives and jackknife dives. think 
ought try better kind dive. ought 
bend the legs little and bring out the 
arms. 

TEACHER: How about it, Bob, you get 
the idea? 

Bos: see. try make better design 
for Friday. 

TEACHER: That’s all for today, boys. 
must try this design again. Make the best 
you can do. Use the ideas you got and start 
your final design right now. 


Problems Should Overlap 


And right here let’s pause. What about that 
final design the silhouette and the next 
problem? Should they have some relation? 
Yes. Your problems should dovetail and even 
overlap. While you are giving individual at- 
tention the students the final design, 
you can very slowly start them the next 
problem. You’ll almost have this, since 
many boys are more speedy than others. 
Very prudently, have slow down 
some these boys order that they produce 
neater work. Other boys will have urged 
on. Prudent encouragement far better than 
force, believe me! 


Variation Problems 


During the time you are bringing problem 
close, you can have criticism period 
the new problem. Concerning this new prob- 
lem, should something entirely different 
from the silhouette design? Not you want 
get maximum learning! Make the next 
problem, for example, figure action, with 
the same paper dimensions, only this time 
using black and red poster paint and the 
white the paper color scheme. Through 
the criticism period this problem 
hope teach such basic principles the 
balance mass and color, the avoidance 
overuse one color, clarity, unity, etc. 

Vary the problems, but not much that 
you lose the train thought following any 
given criticism period. Start entirely dif- 
ferent approach only after certain principles 
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have been deeply rooted the minds the 
art students. Amazing say, one well-known 
teacher high school art America makes 
his students the same problem four times 
before starting new approach. holds criti- 
cism periods every day. You know it’s not 
very easy for normal art students 
problem four times. That’s hard. Thinking 
hurts! Using the criticism period helps in- 
crease this valuable thinking which, although 
painful, produces solid learning. 


Some Added Ideas 


Being practical, let’s draw few conclu- 
sions. The short dialogue given above ac- 
tually small sample the remarkable re- 
sults you’ll get from normal art class. The 
criticism period not only checks the work 
handed in, but prudently corrects defects. 
gives inspiration and encouragement, leads 
feeling unity effort, allows for the free 
and open interchange ideas between stu- 
dents and teacher, develops generosity, endur- 
ance, friendly rivalry, patience, and the ca- 
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pacity co-operate. general, the criticism 
period helps keep art interesting for all, and 
the same time makes possible maximum 
learning art. 


The Criticism Period Has 
Spiritual Value 
Basically, the Catholic art student, after 
having been trained criticism periods 
improve his work that carries true 
message, should prepared spread, his 
life and his art, the Christian ideal his 
milieu.

Methods Homemaking 
for Boys 

homemaking education for boys isn’t 
the selection the method that im- 
portant but the teacher uses the method 
her instruction. 

Much the success helping boys 
think through their problems depends upon 
the teacher’s ability handle informal situa- 
tions learning experiences. Boys attack 
homemaking situations quite differently from 
girls. Girls look for details; boys look for 
short cuts. 

For some units the program, discussion 
successful the teacher has developed the 
art questioning questions 
that encourage the boys continue the dis- 
cussion. This requires time and thought 
the part the teacher. Other units will 
much better presented lecture demon- 
stration. Selecting the method that best pre- 
sents the subject matter great impor- 
tance home-economics education for boys. 
have found that some discussion, some lec- 
ture, considerable demonstration, and much 
activity characterize the method. The teacher 
must select the method methods that best 
present the situation being studied. 


Evaluation the Program 
Evaluation home-economics education 
works more than one way. teacher who 
interested and believes her job evaluates 
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her effectiveness teacher and the effec- 
tiveness the program. This day-by-day 
and week-by-week well long-period view 
accomplishments. Evaluation and teaching 
are closely bound together that they are 
separated the desired goals are not likely 
attained. 

Both objective and subjective evaluation 
are used homemaking. The objective type 
measures the amount and accuracy infor- 
mation the student possesses and somewhat 
measures his judgment. Other means must 
used, however, measure attitudes, interests, 
managerial ability. This usually done 
observing the behavior the student both 
inside and outside school and making judg- 
ments concerning performance real life 

Examples this subjective evaluation are: 
the number boys who change their 
practices and attitudes conform with ideas 
presented the program, such eating more 
wholesome breakfasts, sharing the care 
the home, and providing fun for all the mem- 
bers the family. That the reason for 
evaluating one teaches. the end the 
course series courses she evaluates 
again give basis for future planning and 
improvement. 


have seen that home-economics educa- 
tion does contribute the education boy 
helping him become personally and 
socially acceptable. helps him establish 
ideals for his present and future family life. 
makes him alert and appreciative the 
contributions each member the family 
making toward successful home life and stimu- 
lates him make his contribution.

Tests have shown that ground reflec- 


tions from grass fields and lawns run 
per cent, dead grass per 
cent, fresh snow 100 per cent, old snow 
per cent, concrete per cent, macadam 
per cent, and gravel from 
per cent. 

Ground light reaches the work plane 
interreflectance from upper walls and ceil- 
ings and, therefore, may improve the uni- 
formity illumination and the brightness 
ratios producing more light work 
areas farthest from the windows than 
received directly from the sky, the studies 
indicated. Maximum input daylight 
from ground and sky achieved large 
window areas clear glass. 

Griffith explains that study ground 
light alone shows just how effectively such 
light may utilized classroom. 
one-fourth scale model room 
the SMU laboratories Dallas. The 
sky was black for the series tests. All 
incident light was from the ground. The 
fenestration was clear glass extending from 
wall wall and from 36-inch sill the 
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ceiling. Corrections were introduced al- 
low for per cent reduction represent- 
ing the mullions and muntin bars typical 
metal window construction. 

Test results were obtained for 100, 150, 
and 250 foot-candles incident the win- 
dow area from the ground alone. These 
represent the amount ground light which 
would received from typical ground re- 
flectances per cent (grass), per 
cent (gravel), and per cent (concrete), 
these grounds were illuminated the 
1000 foot-lambert uniformly overcast sky. 
They also represent the light which would 
received for average ground brightnesses 
200, 300, and 500 foot-lamberts, re- 
spectively. Light received from the ground 
for other conditions would proportional 
the average ground brightness. 

Griffith his results took into account 
the reflectance factors floor, walls, and 
ceiling and found that typical reading 
for the 100 foot-candles ground light 
the maximum was 16.4, average 9.6, and 
minimum 4.4 foot-candles illumination 
the work plane. For higher interior reflect- 
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ances and the 250 foot-candles ground 
light much foot-candles maximum, 
average and minimum were recorded 
the work plane. 

“From the data developed appears 
advisable for comparison daylighting 
installations for daylighting prediction 
evaluate the reflected light from below 
the horizon and add that received 
directly from the sky,” declared Griffith. 

“Tt has been common practice use 
reading the total light incident 
vertical fenestration basis for com- 
parison daylighting tests results. Such 
procedure, however, does more than just 
neglect the added light available from the 
ground. actually penalizes the installa- 
tions with higher ground reflections for 
their more effective utilization light.” 

Griffith points out that the “utilization 
ground light not new phenomenon.” 
has been used for years, but many in- 
stallations have been penalized lack 
its consideration. Horizontal louvers 
such Venetian blinds, for example, can 
adjusted shield the eye from high 
sky brightness when objectionable and still 
allow reflected light from below pass 
through for indirect daylighting. 

Many other important results day- 
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lighting have been derived from the studies 
SMU. The laboratory there has the 
largest artificial sky now use for ex- 
perimental purposes. new lumen method 
for predicting daylighting interiors and for 
daylighting design tor engineers and archi- 
tects has been developed Biesele, 
Jr., former research professor engineer- 
ing SMU and international authority 
daylighting. 

Formulas developed permit the applica- 
tion adjusted coefficients the basic 
data for clear glass allow for trans- 
mission factors other glazing materials. 
Allowances also may made for ob- 
struction daylight from muntins, mul- 
lions, mortar joints, and sash. Glass 
makers now furnish accurate data light 
transmission various types glazing. 

The studies SMU have been pri- 
marily made permit schools improve 
daylighting and take advantage lower 
operating costs through good basic con- 
struction design, proper orientation, and 
considerations site.
